At  the  Child  Health  Conference  30  children  were  given  a 
complete  physical  examination,  20  were  found  with  defects, 
6  defects  have  been  corrected  and  3  placed  under  treatment. 
Home  visits  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  State  Nurse, 
Mary  G.  Hurley,  in  charge  of  work  in  the  county. 

The  town  has  been  very  free  from  contagious  diseases  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  very  few  being  reported. 

As  has  been  the  custom  the  town  water  has  been  examined 
at  least  three  times  a  year,  the  past  year  being  no  exception. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  water  is  always  found  to  be 
in  good  condition. 

I  believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  town  should  place 
modern  toilet  facilities  in  both  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Gram- 
mar School  (No.  1  schoolhouse).  The  antiquated  toilets 
now  in  use  at  these  two  places  are  as  much  out  of  date  as 
would  be  the  old  kerosene  lamps  of  a  few  years  ago  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  citizens  give  this  matter  their 
earnest  consideration  at  the  coming  annual  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Hancock  School  Board: 

The  policy  of  the  Board,  since  the  present  supervision  has 
been  in  effect,  was  to  make  use  of  the  advantages  of  state  aid 
for  such  a  period  as  it  was  available.  This  resulted  in  a 
greater  amount  of  text  books  and  scholars'  supplies.  When 
the  wealth  of  the  town  had  reached  the  point  at  which  state 
aid  was  no  longer  available,  Hancock  found  itself  a  compara- 
tively rich  town,  well  supplied  with  material  for  education 
and  was  able  to  finance  its  own  budget  effectively. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  has  resulted  in  decreasing  Han- 
cock's position  from  the  188th  in  point  of  expenditure  per 
$1,000  of  equalized  valuation  in  1922-23,  to  the  71st  in  1930- 
31  without,  we  believe,  in  any  way  injuring  the  educational 
opportunities  of  the  children. 

For  the  year  previous  to  this  report,  a  new  plan  of  high 
school  maintenance  was  proved  to  be  workable.  By  no 
means  the  least  factor  in  the  confidence  which  the  public 
showed  toward  the  plan  was  Miss  Bertha  Manchester's  un- 
derstanding of  the  problems  of  the  small  town,  and  her  in- 
sistence that  the  teacher  training  should  offer  the  partly 
trained  technique  in  accordance  with  her  best  judgment, 
irregardless  of  red  tape. 

The  school  promises  to  do  even  better  this  year  than  was 
the  case  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  change  of  personnel  has 
made  but  little  difference  because  of  Miss  Manchester's  care- 
ful personal  guidance. 

The  including  of  the  salary  of  a  part  time  nurse  is  a  new 
and  eminently  worth  while  step.  Its  practicality  has  been 
so  spectacularly  shown,  that  no  further  comment  is  needed. 

In  the  lower  grades  the  same  uniformly  high  standards 
have  been  reached  and  the  surveys  have  been  made  known  to 
the  school  board.  The  program  has  been  enriched  in  the 
schools  by  the  addition  of  music,  art,  and  physical  education. 
The  work  in  manual  training,  at  the  time  of  this  report,  is 
of  much  better  grade  than  was  the  case  last  year.  There 
is  evident  a  tendency  to  waste  less  time  due  to  poor  planning 
of  projects  or  low  standards  of  measurements. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  remarkable  co-operative 
spirit  of  the  citizens  of  this  progressive  little  town  gives  ideal 
conditions  for  work  in  education. 

Certain  desirable  changes  have  been  made  in  the  physical 
conditions  of  the  buildings  and  supervision  hopes  that  seri- 
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ous  attention  will  be  given  by  the  voters  to  the  proposals  of 
the  school  board  toward  better  sanitation. 

The  finances  of  the  district  are  in  excellent  condition,  re- 
flecting the  careful  administration  by  the  school  board.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  trustees  of  the  Hancock  Town  Library  submit  the 
following  report: 

Library  and  reading  room  open  Tuesday,  Thursday  and 
Saturday  from  2  to  5  and  6  to  9  P.  M.,  legal  holidays  excepted. 

There  have  been  360  charge  cards  issued,  representing  4823 
adult  and!712  juvenile  volumes, and 687  periodicals  taken  out. 

The  library  has  suffered  a  material  loss  in  the  passing  of 
Fred  A.  Ware,  who  has  been  janitor  since  the  new  building 
was  erected.  He  took  particular  interest  and  pride  in  the 
work  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

This  year  there  were  two  outstanding  gifts  the  Trustees 
wish  to  acknowledge. 

A  gift  of  $1,000  to  create  the  John  Tudor  Memorial  Fund 
by  Mrs.  John  C.  Gray,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Tudor  and  Mr.  Owen 
Tudor.
